THE  REITH  LECTURES:    G.   M.   CARSTAIRS 

In  this  Folio  period  KPFA  will  broadcast  all  of  the  recent  Reith  Lectures  from  the  British 
Broadcasting  Corporation. 

Each  year  the  BBC  invites  an  acknowledged  authority  in  a  particular  field  to  undertake 
some  study  or  original  research,  and  to  give  listeners  the  results  in  a  series  of  broadcasts.  The 
programs  are  known  as  the  Reith  Lectures  after  the  BBC's  first  director-general.  The  broad- 
casts were  inaugurated  in  the  hope  that  they  would  become  a  valuable  national  institution 
as  a  stimulus  to  thought  and  a  contribution  to  knowledge.  So  well  has  the  hope  been  fulfilled 
that  the  broadcasts  are  of  international  interest  and  value. 

This  year's  series,  "This  Island  Now,"  is  by  G.  M.  Carstairs,  professor  of  psychological 
medicine  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh  and  honorary  director  of  a  Medical  Research  Council 
unit  which  is  concentrating  on  certain  aspects  of  psychiatric  illness.  Professor  Carstairs  con- 
siders what  has  happened  to  the  British  nation  since  the  turn  of  century,  in  biological, 
sociological,  and  psychological  terms,  and  examines  contemporary  British  society.  This  is  the 
first  time  since  the  inception  of  the  Reith  Lectures  in  1948  that  they  have  been  devoted  to 
a  subject  of  this  nature. 

Our  broadcasts  are  scheduled  for  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday  evenings  in  this 
Folio,  with  rebroadcast  the  following  day. 

A  note:  This  series  re-reminds  us  at  KPFA  of  our  great  debt  to  the  BBC.  While  we  do 
pay  nominal  fees  for  the  programs  we  broadcast,  the  fees  are  so  low  and  the  range  of  avail- 
able material  so  wide  that  our  contract  with  the  BBC  Transcription  Service  is  one  of  our 
most  valued  relationships.  Salud! 


THE  POLICEMAN  AND  THE  PEOPLE: 
TWO  SATURDAY  SYMPOSIUMS 

Saturday  afternoons  in  this  Folio  are  given  over  to  special  programming  on  the  state 
of  civil  rights  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area.  The  California  Advisory  Committee  to  the 
LJ.  S.  Commission  on  Civil  Rights  held  hearings  in  Oakland  and  San  Francisco  in  January 
and  listened  to  a  large  group  of  officials  and  other  leaders. 

The  general  topic  for  the  hearings  was  "police  and  community  relations."  Some  of  the 
sub-subjects  which  came  up  were:  minority  representation  in  police  departments,  procedure 
for  citizen  complaints  against  the  police  and  theories  about  minority  crime.

The  first  evening  of  this  Folio,  we  present  Performer's  Choice  1,  a  concert  of  first  per- 
formances and  other  music  from  the  Berkeley  Little  Theater  at  8:15.  As  the  name  indicates, 
this  concert  is  hopefully  the  first  of  a  series  and  will  include  works  by  Martirano,  Boulez, 
Berio  and  Oliveros  (a  winner  in  the  Pacifica  Radio  Awards  competition  last  year),  and  some 
early  songs  of  Schoenberg.  The  artists  are  pianist  Dwight  Peltzer,  flautist  Jean  Z.  Cunning- 
ham, and  baritone  Milton  Williams.  Percussionists  John  Chowning  ancl  Loren  Rush,  with 
Milton  Williams  on  double  bass,  will  perform  Mandala  Music,  a  group  improvisation  schema 
by  Loren  Rush. 

While  the  concert  will  be  broadcast  live,  nothing  quite  compares  with  being  there. 
Perhaps  there  will  still  be  tickets  by  the  time  you  receive  this  Folio;  call  or  write  KPFA 
and  ask.  Tickets  are  $2  for  general  admission,  $1  for  students.  They  are  available  at  KPFA 
or  at  Campus  Records,  Telegraph  at  Bancroft  in  Berkeley. 
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of  non-commercial  programming  described  herein.  Subscriptions  are  regularly  $12  per  year,  with  introductory 
subscriptions  at  $3  for  a  three-month  period  available  to  newcomers.
